(Mandela) is welL.lt: can be very, very hurtful.for 
us to hearthese messages out there in thesocial media that our grandfather is goingtogo home to die. It is insensitive," 
she added. "My grandfather still wakes up in the morning (and) reads the newspaper," the 35-year-oid said, "So he is 
also aware of what is being said around him." Swati Dlamini, another of Mandela's granddaughters, toldthe media 
December 28 that her grandfather was "very well taken care of, and he’s very comfortable, and he's’very happy."

Burial Ceremony in Eastern Cape 
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2. £b<as outlined in refs a-c, SAG planning for the eventual death 
of "beloved former 

President Nelson Mandela is far along, but is not openly discussed. 
Given his recent illness, the government has made considerable 
efforts to accelerate infrastructure upgrades in the Eastern Cape 
between Mandela's rural home in Qunu and the two nearest airports 
(East London to the Southwest approximately 2 hours and 30 minutes 
drive time from Qunu, and Mthatha to the Northeast approximately 1 
hour and 15 minutes drive time from Qunu). We continue to believe 
that only a limited number of people will be invited to a (mostly) 
private burial ceremony in Qunu, however, embassy officers have 
received information indicating the SAG or the family may actually 
be planning a much bigger event - possibly with as many as 6,000 
invitees. 


3. XfoII owing the recent family infighting (ref d) between the 
grandson of President 

Mandela, and most of the rest of his descendents, it is possible 
that burial arrangements are still not finalized. The most likely 
burial spot remains adjacent to Mandela's home in Qunu, which is 
located directly on the N2 highway. Given grandson Mandla Mandela's 
efforts to build a large cultural museum and history center and his 
failed efforts to rebury Mandela's children at the traditional 
kraal/Great Place in the more remote village of Mvezo (see ref a 
and d), there remains a possibility of some ceremony there in place 
of, or in addition to, burial in Qunu. This cable thus covers 
logistics for both Qunu and Mvezo with information on road and 
airport access from both East London and Mthatha. 


Airport in Mthatha 


4. (sbu) The Mthatha airport runway has undergone a large extension 
in the past twelve months. The government officially opened the 
expanded runway the first week in August. While CG was unable to 
examine the runway as the airport was closed, she was able to take 
some pictures (attached). The runway has been lengthened and 
government claims it can now handle 747's. It is unclear if it is 
asphalt (as it appears to be) or hardened concrete.

There.are no observable upgrades to radar facilities, and it did 
not appear to CG's non-expert eye that a wire guidance/limited 
visibility approach system had been installed. As of mid- 
September, VOR approaches have not been calibrated/certified for 
the new runway at Mthatha. According to Embassy information, they 
do have rnav (GNSS) approaches, but systems have not been upgraded. 
Mthatha has traditionally had only one (small jet) scheduled flight 
a day to/from Johannesburg. The control tower does not appear to 
have been upgraded. Ramp/parking bays for planes are very limited. 
There are no obvious upgrades to ramp lighting, o.r refueling 
capacity at the airport. The terminal building remains a small one 
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story structure. All passengers must descend stairs and approach 
the terminal on foot; there are no jetways. The land side of the 
terminal building has limited turnaround space for a small number 
of vehicles. The parking area for the airport has been upgraded to 
roughly 40 open spots and approximately 50 rental car spots (about 
half of which were filled when CG visited). The entrance and exit 
to the parking lot are the same, so there is no "drive through" 
turnaround area. There is no lighting in the parking lot. 


Driving from Mthatha to Qunu 


5. (sbu) The drive from Mthatha to Qunu is approximately 37 km in a 
south/south west 

direction, mostly on the N2 - a major national highway. This drive 
previously took no more than 45 minutes even in heavy traffic. As 
part of ongoing infrastructure upgrades, however, the government is 
rebuilding the road between Mthatha and Qunu. The road is 
completely torn up and being reconstructed for 16 of the 37 km 
between Mthatha and Qunu, with roadwork starting about 17 km 
outside of Mthatha and ending about 500m north of the Mandela's 
driveway. (Note: This is about 1 km after the northern turn-off to 
the access road to Mvezo, which remains an unimproved gravel/dirt 
road as reported ref a. End note.) Drive time through the 
construction zone is a minimum of 30 minutes and can take an hour 
as there are no passing areas and many slow and heavy trucks. Total 
drive time from Mthatha to Qunu is now 70-90 minutes. Negotiating 
the construction zone at night would be difficult as there are many 
potholes, uneven and unmarked surfaces. There is no fencing to 
keep animals off the road.

6. (SBU) East London is 205 km south and west of Qunu, and contains 
a larger regional airport which is serviced several times daily 
with regional jets from/to Durban, Johannesburg and Cape Town. 

There are three gates at the airport and a parking lot with several 
hundred parking spots. The one story terminal building does not 
have jetways, all passengers debark via stairs and walk to the 
terminal building. Night landings and limited visibility landings 
and takeoffs are routine. The drive from East London to Qunu is 
north and east on the N2. There is no major construction on this 
road, and all upgrades (totally reconstructing sections of the road 
to improve the surface, widen the shoulders and bridges, upgrade 
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drainage, and increase passing areas and visibility for drivers) 
that have been ongoing for the past two years are now completed. 
Fencing along the road is mostly non-existent, so pedestrian and 
livestock traffic on the road remains a hazard. The drive to 
Mandela's gate takes approximately 2 hours and 30 minutes. Just 
before reaching Mandela's house, on the east side (same side as 
Mandela's house) of the N2 there is a 1 km long section of the old 
N2 tarmac that has been left that runs alongside the main roadway 
with an access point 1 km south of the gate and an egress point 
about 20 m south of Mandela's driveway. This may have been left as 
a possible ad hoc parking/motorcade staging area.

Driving to Mvezo and ongoing construction in Mvezo 


7. (SBU) In Mvezo there is now a new access road from the south 
that links to the former access road from the north. A new, paved 
access road to Mvezo has been completed after more than 18 months 
of work. The turnoff is 23 km south of Qunu, off the road to East 
London. The 9 km-long road is all cement brick takes 10 minutes to 
drive. The road is smooth and while curvy, it is well graded and 
has good drainage. There is livestock fencing on both sides of the 
access road all the way from the N2 to Mvezo. About 100 m past the 
Great Place entrance gate, the road reverts back to the poorly 
maintained dirt road.

There is one significant double lane bridge over the Mbashe River 
about 1.5 km from Mvezos Great Place.

South African official and public reaction to the 5 December death of former South African 
President Nelson Mandela focused.on his central role in the peaceful transformation of South 
Africa and the inspiration he provided to people around the world. International leaders 
similarly praised Mandela's legacy. 

South African Leaders, Ruling Party Praise Mandela 

Current and former leaders of the South African Government and the. ruling African National 
Congress (ANC) party expressed sorrow over Mandela's death and praised his character and 
efforts as a leader in the fight against apartheid. 

• President Jacob Zuma said South Africa "has lost its greatest son" and South Africans 
"have lost a father," according to a statement on the presidency's website. 1 He praised 
Mandela's "tireless struggle for freedom" and expressed his deep gratitude for 
Mandela's "life spent in service" of the South African people and humanity. Zuma 
called on South Africans and people around the world to realize Mandela’s "vision of a. 
truly united South Africa, a peaceful and prosperous Africa, and a better world." 

• F.W. de Klerk- South Africa's last apartheid-era president, called Mandela a 
"magnanimous and compassionate person" and said his "biggest legacy" was his 
"remarkable lack of bitterness" and efforts toward reconciliation in South Africa. 2 

• ANC secretary-general Gwede Mantashe said. South Africa "has lost a colossus, an 
epitome of humility, equality, justice, peace and the hope of millions, here and abroad,’ 1 
according to leading South African press agency SAPA. 3 He added that. Mandela 
"loved the ANC" and, addressing Mandela’s family, said Mandela’s "dedication to the 
ANC family robbed you of a father,"

South African media reported Widely on Mandela's, death., Citizens gathered in large-croWds 
near Mandela's Johannesburg home to mourn and celebrate his life and widely discussed his 
legacy on Twitter.

• SAPA reported on 5 December that crowds of mourners flocked to the neighborhoods 
around Mandela’s home in Johannesburg, expressing shock and sadness at news of his 
death.

OSC observation, this is an unprecedented number of tweets related to a single issue 
posted by likely South Africans in less than a day. 


• A 5 December tweet by the Nelson Mandela Foundation,quoting Mandela was the most 
widely shared post among likely South African Twitter users during this timeframe. 

The tweet noted: "Death is.something inevitable. When a man has done what he 
considers to be. his duty to his people & his country, he can rest in peace." 3 The post 
was shared 3,700 times by South African users. The second mostretweeted post was 
by popular international soccer player Cristianp Ronaldo who paid tribute to Mandela.

Limited Negative Right-Wing Reaction to Mandela's Death

observed any calls for violence related to Mandela's death as of 1100GMT on 6 December. 

• According to OSC observation, most of the prominent right-wing Sputh.African 
pundits have refrained from posting explicit or inflammatory comments on social media 
about Mandela from 5-6 December. 

• OSC has observed a very small number of posts by self-identified right-wing 
commentators who are critical of Mandela. Popular singer and pro-Afrikaans activist 
Steve Hofmeyr's tweets were largely representative of the sentiment. Hofmeyr tweeted: 
"I'll have no part in the deification of Mandela" but "salute the Symbol of Calm when 
we need it most." 13 

• Twitter user Eric West, who claims to be a "conservative" living in South Africa* 
posted: "#Mandela was a terrorist - not a 'freedom fighter'! He was responsible for the 
deaths of many innocent civilians, black and white!" 14

• Leader of the Democratic Alliance

Limited Negative Right-Wing Reaction to Mandela's Death 

South African right-wing and white supremacist groups" have been largely silent onMandela’s 
passing, with only a few Twitter users portraying Mandela as a "terrorist," OSC has not 
observed any calls for violence related to Mandela's death as of l lOOGMT on 6 December. 

• According to OSC observation, most of the prominent right-wing South African 
pundits have refrained from posting explicit or inflammatory comments on social media 
about Mandela from 5-6 December. 

• OSG has observed a very small number of posts by self-identified right-wing 
commentators who are critical of Mandela. Popular singer and pro-Afrikaans activist 
Steve Hofmeyr's tweets were largely representative of the sentiment. Hofmeyr tweeted: 
"I’ll have nopart in the deification of Mandela" but "salute the Symbol of Calm when 
we need it most." 13 

• Twitter user Eric West, who claims to be a "conservative" living in South Africa, 
posted: "#Mandela was a terrorist - not a 'freedom fighter'! Hewas responsible for the 
deaths of many innocent civilians, black, and white!"

Johannesburg, 12/07/2013 11:10 (AFP)- South Africa's defence force on Saturday ordered 
soldiers on leave to report back for duty to provide support for Nelson Mandela’s mourning 
and funeral activities. 


The "urgent message" was issued by the South African National Defence Force recalling: all 
soldiers in units that have been assigned support duties , 


"Members must report back to their units, bases or stations by at the latest 12 o' clock 
midnight on 7 December 2013," the defence force said in a statement.. 


The government has declared; a state funeral and week of mourning with multiple events 
expected to draw masses of people to the streets and leaders from around the world, 


Department of defence spokesman Siphiwe Dlamini told AFP that across the board logistics 
support would be provided. 


"It's a range of things that the defence force will be supporting from dignitaries to 
parades," Dlamini said. 


"This is a category-one funeral, so there will be a lot of activities that involve the 
defence force," he added. 


Security is a police responsibility, with the defence force providing support. 


Forces will deploy at airports, the seat of government where Mandela's body will lie in 
state,, and his childhood village Qunu where he will be buried. 


On Tuesday, an official memorial will take place in Johannesburg which statesmen such as US 
President Barack Obama will attend. 


This will be followed by three days, during which Mandela 1 s body will lie in state in Pretoria 
and his body will be driven publicly through the city to the seat of government.

A national day of prayer called by the government, to be marked at places of worship, at home 
or in community gatherings. 


Tuesday, Dec 10: 


Official memorial service at the FNB Stadium in Johannesburg, to be attended by 80,000 people 
including members of the public, heads of state and government, and Other VIPs. Several roads 
around the venue will be closed for the ceremony. 


Wednesday, Dec 11 to Friday, Dec 13: 


The. former president's remains will lie in state in Pretoria -- transferred every day between 
the 1 Military Hospital and the Union Buildings in a cortege. The government has urged 
mourners to line the route and form a guard of honour. 


Mourners wishing to pay their last respects will be shuttled to the Union Buildings in buses 
from two Pretoria venues, which have yet to be announced. 


Saturday, Dec 14: 


Madiba"s remains will be transported to Qunu from, the Waterkloof air force base in Pretoria, 
where the ruling African National Congress which he once led will bid the icon farewell. 
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In the Eastern Cape., a procession will take place from Mthatha to Qunu about 30 kilometres 
(19 miles) away, where Mandela's Thenibu clan will conduct a traditional ceremony. 


Sunday, Dec 15: 


Mandela will be laid to rest in a state funeral at Qunu. The burial will be broadcast live on 
television and viewing points will be erected around the country to allow as many people as 
possible to follow the interment.

"A lot of people come and when she [Winnie] gets there, the first thing 
she does is read the messages," the worker told Sapa. 


The EFF leaders wrote and read out their message, before handing it over 
with a 1 bunch of flowers. 


"We wish you strength and know, that we are here for you,” read: an extract 
of their message. 


Two neighbours came out to join EFF supporters at the front of the house. 
At first the neighbours appeared in ANC T-shirts, but as they joined the 
EFF group they took them off and put on EFF shirts given to them. One of 
the EFF supporters said he planned to use his party T-shirt as pyjamas. 


Earlier, an 85-year old local resident said: "I support the ANC but I will 
join the- EFF if they can fix my pavement.

Soldiers were already in Mthatha in the Eastern Cape in a "tent town", 
ready for the large number of local and international visitors and 
journalists. 


South Africa's defence force was originally ah amalgamation of soldiers of 
the apartheid government's SA Defence Force, and those from the military 
wings of various' anti-apartheid movements, such as Umkhonto we Sizwe. 


Mapisa-Nqakula said there would be some no-fly zones. The plan was being 
developed by the department of transport, the SA Civil Aviation Authority 
and the air force.

Afterwards, when Mandela's, body was brought down the stairs of his 
Houghton home at 1.30am to be taken to 1 Military Hospital in Tshwane, the 
SANDF soldiers gave him a final salute. 


"It was a deeply emotional moment," she said. 

"But.the convoy, the escort, those motorbikes were there. Those covering 
us on helicopters were there. Everything fell into place." 
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She explained that the SANDF would make sure he was embalmed. From 
Wednesday until Friday Mandela: would lie in state at the Union Buildings 
in Pretoria,. 


"On Saturday there will be a huge send-off at Water-kloof and Tata will be 
leaving. He will be going back home to Qunu where he will be buried.” 


Plans are that inside the SA Airforce C130 aircraft to accompany his body 
will be old friends and African National Congress veterans Andrew 
Mlangeni, Ahmed Kathrada, Dennis Goldberg, who he stood trial with, and 
ANC Women’s League veteran Gertrude Shope. 


Mapisa-Nqakula would fly ahead to receive him.

But we do again want to start by thanking people around the country and 
the world for their warm and generous responses in the wake of the .passing 
of our beloved President Nelson Rolihlahla Mandela. 

These demonstrations of love and affection will go a long way to 
entrenching our memories of Madiba and in shaping the way we live and work 
with one another as human beings in this country and beyond. 

What we have seen over the past few days reflects the true spirit of South 
Africa as a place where people of all backgrounds are working together to 
create a non-racial, non-sexist, prosperous society. These efforts are 
creating the hope that we will achieve even greater things than we have 
during the first 20 Years of Freedom. 

I now want to turn to the update on the programme over the next few hours 
and days. 

1. Day of prayer and reflection: Today, Sunday, December 8 2013 

Government has been heartened by the positive response of various 
communities of faith and: other civil society formations to President Tacob 
Zunia's call for today to be observed as a day of prayer and reflection. 

We are aware that a large number of events are' being held in South Africa 
and abroad today, giving people an opportunity to come together in 
fellowship and reflection. 

We hope these events will bring comfort and healing to congregants and 
participants, and that it will inspire all of humanity to ensure that 
Madiba's values live on in our hearts and in our actions.. 

As these events take place, government agencies will be hard at work 
making preparations for the rest of the week's official programme.. 

2. International Arrivals 

From today we will See the arrival of a large contingent of Heads of State 
and Government and a broad range of eminent persons, including royalty. 

The fact that international leaders are making their way to South Africa 
at such short notice, reflects the special place President Mandela holds 
in the hearts of people around the globe. 

We are touched by the fact that many countries have declared periods of 
mourning, ordered that flags be flown at half-mast and draped or lit. 
landmarks in the colours of the South African flag. We truly appreciate 
these gestures. 

We appreciate the willingness showed by a broad range of eminent persons 
to come to South Africa to join us personally at this time of mourning,, 
reflection and celebration’ of Nelson Mandela's life and legacy. 

To date, 13 African states have confirmed attendance, in addition td 15 
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from outside the continent. 

International arid regional organisations from the United Nations and 
European Commission to the African Union, for example, have also confirmed 
attendance. 

Eleven (11) Eminent Persons will also be in South Africa during this 
period. 

From the United States, President and Mrs Obama will be accompanied by 
three former Presidents - Carter, Bush (George W), Clinton and their 
spouses, and 26 Congressmen. 

The Brazilian President, Ms Dilma Rousseff, will be accompanied by four 
former Heads of State: Presidents Sarney, Melo, Cardoso and Lula da Silva,. 

We expect more confirmations, and we wish to reiterate that pur 
international guests are most welcome as they join us at this difficult 
time. 

3^ Official memorial service: FNB Stadium, lohannesburg 

The official memorial service at FNB Stadium, Dohannesburg, on Tuesday, 
December 10. The event will begin formally at llh00. Gates will open at 
6h00. 

This is an international event that will be attended by members of the 
public alongside national and international leaders. 

The President of the Republic of South Africa will address the official 
memorial service. 

The programme will also Include tributes by Heads of State from the 
various regions of the globe, the continent and representatives of 
international and regional organisations. Eminent persons will also 
address the gathering. 

As we invite people to participate in this event, we must make the 
additional point that the body of President Mandela will not be in. 
position at the Official Memorial Service. President Mandela will lie in 
state at the Union Buildings only from Wednesday, December II to 13 
December 2013. 

Our advice is that people outside Gauteng come together in their own 
provinces to ensure that this is a truly nationwide event, and that people 
take advantage of the fact that all key events are being broadcast live. 

Provincial and local authorities have been requested tp arrange transport 
for mourners from various parts of the country to FNB Stadium and the 
overflow venues at Ellis. Park Stadium, Orlando Stadium and Dobsonville 
Stadium.

Around 9.0 big screens will be set up by Government Communications (GCIS) 
and partners in all provinces. 

We expect this number will increase as provincial plans are consolidated 
later this, afternoon. 

Some of the big screens will be live from Tuesday 10 December to Monday 16 
December, which is Day of Reconciliation. 
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On the Day of Reconciliation, we will unveil a statue of President Mandela 
at the Union Buildings and observe the 100th anniversary of the Union 
Buildings as the seat of government. 

Throughout this period, people will also be able to express their emotions, 
and reflections in books of condolence, that have been posted at various 
government offices around the country and our diplomatic missions abroad.

[Talk Radio 702 announcer Xolani Gwala] US President Barack Obama J s 
sterling speech yesterday at the memorial service is still the talk of the 
town. Everyone is still talking about it. It probably will be one of the 
most memorable moments of yesterday. There was a clip that we had prepared yesterday and 
perhaps we can just play you a little bit of that clip just to see...[pauses] alright, I 
cannot find it at the moment but it is actually 

there where right towards the end, and I think for me that was the most 
touching element, where he was saying that, you know what, I am imperfect, but he makes me 
want to be a better man. Take a listen. Alright, I cannot find it. I cannot find it but 
somebody who spoke to him immediately after 

that speech is the US Ambassador to South Africa, Ambassador Patrick 
Gaspard. He is on the radio [as heard] for me to talk about just the 
speech and a whole lot of other issues that came out of yesterday. 

Ambassador, it's good to talk to you this afternoon. Hello. 

[Gaspard] Xolani, it is good to be on; thank you for having me. 

[Gwala] Thank you very much. You were with the President of the US before 
the speech and after the speech. What did he think of the speech 
afterwards? 

[Gaspard] You know, I have been privileged to be with the president many 
times when he has given important remarks. It is not in his nature to 
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reflect on his own speeches afterwards. I will tell you that he was 
reflective on the moment., the crowd., and the opportunity to be here in 
this country to express the condolences and the commitment of the American 
people to the South African people. 

[Gwala] What did he think of the memorial service as such, the President? 

What did he say about how it went?• 

[Gaspard] You know, he did not ...[pauses] after the speech he did not spend 
a lot of time reflecting on the surface; he did say that he appreciated 
having an opportunity to directly express condolences to Ma Graca Machel. 

He had spoken to her on the phone the morning after Madiba's transition 
but it was good to be able to do it in person. And he did say that he got 
a lot of tremendous energy from the crowd. 

Xolani, I am pleased that you were focused on the part of the president's 
speech where he talked about how Madiba and his example compelled him to 
be a better man. I think that for me that was the most resonant part of 
the speech. And when he talked about the ways in which we cannot just 

brand Madiba and make him a marble statue, but that we have to treat it as living example. 
I think that was an important message to the young people 
in particular, not only in South Africa but throughout the world. 

[Gwala] I certainly agree. But the point is that we should take something out of Madiba 
that we will take throughout our lives, that we will reflect 
in our lives as well and if it means making all of us better men, then 
yes. 

[Gaspard] That is right. I was with you a few days ago, Xolani, on 
Vilakazi Street. You and I saw lots of young people who were in a 

celebratory mood, who were chanting about Madiba's accomplishments. But it is important 
that that spirit remain on Vilakazi Street and that Madiba's example is one that governs 
public life, civil society, private life here 
in South Africa. That is tremendously important. 

[Gwala] But surely, he must have cringed or felt sorry for our President 
Zuma when a large section of the crowd booed him there. Did he say 
anything about that? 

[Gaspard] The president did not remark on how anyone was received by the 
crowd. He did remark often on the spirit of the crowd, their enthusiasm 
and the way they were making great sounds for the world to hear about how 
they loved Madiba. That was his focus. 

[Gwala] Okay. So there were no questions to you? Because I would imagine 
that if he had any questions about the political dynamics that might have 
led to people booing, those questions would have gone to you. 

[Gaspard] You know, Xolani, I am privileged to be the US ambassador to 
South Africa and when your president comes into a country, you have a 
responsibility to have a conversation with the president about the 
conditions that exist here and I was pleased to be able to tell the 
president that this continues to be, as he knows since he visited 
recently, continues to be an opportunity-rich environment. There is so 
much that has been accomplished here, so much more to do. The president is aware of the 
acute challenges that exist here in South Africa in the wake 
of apartheid and he knows that there is much that we have to do in this 
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partnership. 


[Gwala] Another controversial, I suppose, part of yesterday’s proceedings was the hand 
shake with Cuban President Raul Castro. Surely, the protocol people would have known where 
Raul Castro was seated and would have known 

that naturally. President Barack Obama would have had to shake his hand. 

[Gaspard] You know, that was not a concern for us yesterday; it was 
certainly not a concern for Barack Obama. We were here to honor Nelson 
Mandela and to give expression of what he meant to the world and that is 
what the president did. When he took that stage, there were other world 
leaders there and anyone who extended a hand to him, he appropriately and rightly returned 
the gesture, and when you consider that we were honoring 
a man who at his own inauguration invited his jailors to have front row 
seats, it is appropriate to make those kinds of gestures on that day. But that being said, 
the president had some very harsh words for dictators who 
corrupt the language of liberation but continue to oppress their own 
people and he has got a well articulated policy on Cuba, his continued 
concern about human rights abuses in that country. 

[Gaspard] So in other words you are saying that we should not read much in that hand shake? 
It Is not so much that perhaps there is an improvement in 
the relations between US and Cuba? 

[Gaspard] This was_ a moment for statesmen and the president did the right 
thing as a head of state in that moment particularly given who we were 
honoring yesterday. 

[Gwala] There is also some controversy about that selfie, that self 
portrait of the British Prime Minister David Cameron, US President Barack 
Obama and the Danish Prime Minister.... 

[Gaspard interrupting] You know what, Xolani, I think there was even some 
controversy that enraged yesterday. This controversy about just about 
everything but the president of the United States came here with three 
former presidents of the United States, a former secretary of state, 20 
members of Congress and lots of other American luminaries to pay proper 
respect to one of the greatest icons who has ever graced this earth. That 
was President Obama J s focus and continues to be our focus in the wake of 
that. I know social media was abuzz, but 99 percent of this planet was 
focused on the importance of Madiba’s legacy and that we need to continue 
to do the honor that and we honor that by focusing properly on the 
challenges that are in front of us not on selfies. 

[Gaspard laughing] No, that is very true. It was all over social media and 
the comment there was that perhaps the First Lady Michelle Obama was a 
little unhappy about that selfie. 

[Gaspard] I was, you know, I have to tell you,. Xolani, I again had the 
distinct privilege to accompany my president and the First Lady. The First Lady has now 
been, in the last few years...[pauses], the First Lady has now 
been to South Africa three times. She cares passionately about what is 
taking place in this country and throughout the sub-Saharan African 
region.
